REACHING ENGLAND IN 
BETTER CONDITION. 


“ During the past six months Irish cattle 
have been reachi the other side of the 
Channel in much better condition than for 
gome years.” 

This was the view expressed by Mr. Harold 

Brown, a well-known Manchester buyer of 
Irish cattle, to an Jrish Times representative 
yesterday. : 
* In a normal season he said that his firm 
killed 250 cattle a week. They were now 
handling a large number of Canadians, and 
found them satisfactory at a time when prime 
Irish cattle were not available. In point of 
quality Canadians were good, but were in- 
clined to be heavy. 

He remarked that last year Irish cattle 
could not fairly be compared with Canadian 
animals, because they had not been able to 
recover from the effects of the previous back- 
ward season. 

“ When you have a good season and send 
us prime fat beasts there is nothing to beat 
them,” he said. “If you send us stock of 
the right quality we shall buy them. We 
have no special preference for Canadians, ex- 
cept that they may happen to be cheaper. 
The improvement in Irish shipping arrange- 
mets has resulted in Irish cattle being landed 
in Britain in splendid condition and with very 
few bruises. 

“The only suggestion that I can make is 
that all Irish cattle should be dehorned. The 
stock are now tied up on the boats, but 
during the two hours’ detention at the 
some damage results from the apparently un- 
avoidable mixing up of cattle.”

When the jury found the prisoner guilty, 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C., prosecuting, said that 
the serious feature of the case was that the 
revolvers had not been returned, and that 
the prisoner refused to give any information 
about them. 

The jury recommended the prisoner to 
mercy because of his youth, and the judge, 
taking this into account, ordered that the 
prisoner should be detained in a Borstal] in- 
stitution for two years. But for his youth, 
the judge said, he would have taken a much 
nore serious view of the case.

COMMUNION PLATE TAKEN FOR 
SILVER COINS. 


Patrick Maher, a middle-aged man, against 
whom there were a number of previous con- 
victions. was found guilty of breaking into 
the Church of St. Dolough’s at Coolock and 
stealing a silver Communion plate, the pro- 
perty of the Church of Ireland. He was 
sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, to: date from January, 
when he was arrested. 

When arrested by Sergeant O'Reilly, Civic 
Guards, Maher admitted the offence. He 
stated that on the 17th September last he 
forced open the door of the church, and 
taking away the Communion plate, concealed 
it in Killester Churchyard, He broke the 
plate in pieces, ‘intending to make silver 
coins out of it, but he was afraid to go back 
and take it away.

They would see in 
the report of last year what had béen done 
and set in motion. Industries and activities 
which they felt only needed a stronger or- 
ganisation and more financial assistance than 
they could provide, to change the whole face 
of the Irish countryside. Were there not 
Irish women and men who would help them 
or take on themselves this. work so well 
begun, and who would find in it a great 
opportunity for service to the country, whose 
er and happiness were vital to them 
all ! 


The scope of their work embraced village 
industries, village nursing, the development 
of the egg and poultry industry, the improve- 
ment of milch goats, rabbit keeping, the en- 
couragement of industrial and farm produce 
exhibition, the centres, such as United 
Irishwomen Branches provided for classes 


held under the County Councils and the 


Ministry of Lands and Agriculture schemes. 
l indicated how much further they could go 
if they had funds at their disposal. From 
the balance sheet it could be seen that unless 
they got financial support from the Govern- 
ment or the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society, or any other body interested in 
rural development, it was impossible for 
them to continue their activities for a period 
longer than another year. : 
In years past they had grants from the 
be eg NA Commissioners, from the. Car- 
negie Trust Fund and from the Department 
of Agricuiture. These had ceased, and the 
amount received in subscriptions had dwindled 
almost to vanishing point. The wopk was 


there waiting to be done, but help was needed, 


and they took that opportunity of placing 
the facts before the public in the hope that 
the necessary financial aid would be forth- 
coming. (Applause.) 

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

The report stated that the society offered 
to all women an opportunity to help in the 
regeneration of their country at a time when 
the assistance of every one was required as 
it had never been before. 

The report gave details of the year’s work- 
ing, and, in conclusion, stated that the funds 
of the society were very low, and the Exeg- 
tive Committee appealed to.the public“ n-+ 
terested in the work of the United Irish- 
women to subscribe generously. 

THE SUCCESS OF AGRICULTURE. 


Sir Edward Bellingham, in proposing the{- 
adoption of the report, said that the work of [ 


the United Irishwomen was most commend- 
able and praiseworthy. The one industry 
which they had in this country was agricul- 
ture, and that was never going to be the suc- 
cess that it should be until they had the co- 
operation of every woman in the country. The 
Department of Agriculture had done very 
good work, but they required the assistance 
of people outside in endeavouring to improve 
agriculture. Irish eggs were the most sought 
after now in England, and that showed what 
could be done by co-operation. He felt that 
the society ‘was worthy of support, and he 
had much pleasure in proposing the adoption 
of the report. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. H. F. Norman, in seconding the resolu- 
tion, spoke of the good work of the society 
and its influence in the brightening of rural 
life.

ORGANISATION IN GREA®, BRITAIN. 

Mr. Nugent Harris then dressed the 
meeting, and said that for many years he had 
been associated with the Agricultural 
Organisation Society of Great Britain, acting 
as its general secretary. His contact with 
the farmer through the different co-operative 
organisations which he founded, convinced 
him that the rural women of England were 
just as much in need of organisation as the 
men.

About the year 847, at the request of 
Charles the Bold, he crossed to France, and 
assisted in building up a schoolof philosophy, 
to which learned men of every country were 
welcomed, and very soon the teachings of 
the school stirred the attention of all Europe.

the moment no definite progress appears 
to have been made in any direction promis.

series of meetings of all kinds and 4)| 
parties throughout the day. Late in the 
evening it was said that the owners had 
decided to make a new offer based on an 
eight-hour day, with a better minimum 
than they would be prepared to give on a 
seven-hour day, and that the Prime 
Minister was willing to introduce the 
suggestion to the miners. 


General Strike Not Impossible. 


The great meeting of the day was that 
of the Trade Union Congress delegates, 
held at the Memorial Hall, Farring gdon 
yl The delegates, numbering head 
hundred, were said to represent five 
million organised workers. Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, Mr. A. Henderson, Mr. (lynes 


and Mr. Thomas were among those 
present. Most stringent precautions were 
taken against the entrance of any un. 


authorised person, and every delegate had 
to pass through a barrier, where his 
credentials were scrutinised. When the 
meeting had concluded it became known 
that the conference had pledged itself to 
give the miners general support, being 
anxious to do nothing that would pre. 
judice present negotiations. This does not 
rule out the possibility of a general strike. 
for the delegates are remaining on the 
spot in readiness to be called together 
again if desirable, but it was thought that 
the delegates did not incline to such an 
extreme step. 


British Industries. 


The Federation of British Industries, y 
its forecast for the second quarter of 1926 
issued to-day, says that the coal subsidy 


has played such an impor gas part im the 
reduction of unemployme improve- 
ment in trade which has occurre¥ during 


recent months, that, until the final decision 
reached in regard to it in the curren! 
negotiations is known, it would be rash t 
attempt to forecast the immediate futur 
of British trade. The absence, however 
of an appreciable inflow of gold durin: 
the past quarter, confirming. as it does. 
‘the view expressed previously that our 
domestic situation is still out of adjust 
ment with our exchange, is not an en- 
couraging feature. So far as world trade 
is concerned, nothing has occurred to 
modify a forecast given in January that 
the present year is likely to be one of re 
adjustmen and consolidation rather than 
expansion. FEven in America, where there 
are so many factors favouring a continu 
ance of prosperity, there have been signs 
of the slackening in the momentum 
business. 


Silk Taxes. 


It has. been decided by the Customs 
authorities that duty will not be charged 
on silk or artificial silk articles brought 
by tourists and visitors who are making a 
temporary stay, but the duty is to be 
charged on any such articles brought for 
persons residing in the United Kingdom. 
It is a definite condition that all goods 
containing silk or artificial silk should be 
declared, even though they are brought by 
tourists or visitors for their personal use 
and upon which duty is not to be chargeable. 

. ‘isunderstanding, ‘apparently, has arise! 
in‘ a number of cases in which tourists 
have been charged the duty, but in these 
cases it has probably been owing to the 
non-declaration of the dutiable articles.

One well-known authority, when seen in 
Dublin last evening by an Irish Times repre-

eagle, it was the only one in alan. Some 
people, however, are apt to confuse the 
golden eagle with large birds of prey, such 
as the buzzard and: the falcon, and ause 
o* this there is some doubt concerning the 
bird that was trapped in Donegal. 

The eagle has been extinct in Ireland for 
about ten years, up to which time it. was 
frequently seen in Connemara and Donegal. 
Ornithologists are aware that about twelve 
months ago an. eagle returned to or visited 
Ireland, and settled in the Connemara dis- 
trict, and it is quite possible that this is the 
bird which has n trapped. 

If this is so it is most regrettable that the 
last of this rare species of bird life, as far 
as Ireland is concerned, has been killed. 


MACHINE-GUN

CHICAGO'S LATEST

Mr. McSwiggin’s official 
superiors declare that the young District 
Attorney had expressed a wish to see for 
himself the conditions in Chicago's vice 
quarter.

The Coroners~Bill,- 1925, was considered 


yesterday by a Select Committee of the 


Senate at Leinster House, Dublin. 

The bill was introduced early last year 
by Mr. P. de Loughrey, ‘who was then a 
member of the Senate. In the meantime 
it has been the subject oí discussion by 
various’ interested parties: As a result 
the Committee had before it yesterday in 
thé form: of amendments the text of new 
sections, which -it was proposed to sub- 
stitute for those in the original bill. 

The amendments were entered in the 
name of Senator S. L. Brown, K.C. They 
werd all adopted by the Committee, with 
some modifications. 

‘Even the title has been changed. Under 
the new title of “Coroners (Amendment) 
Bill,” it is virtually a new bill of Senator 
Brown s,. displacing,.that introduced. by 
Mr. de Loughrey. Virtually it not only 
amends, but .codifies, the law relating to 
the duties, qualifications, method of 
aprointment, and powers of coroners, 
"The “previous Act was the Coroners 
(Ireland) Act of 1846. 


RELIEF FOR ‘JURORS. 


INCREASING. THE © CORONER’S 
POWERS. 

Under the bill, as amended jn Committee, a 
coroner may hold an inquest without a jury, 
except if specified circumstances. ~~" ” 
-When*a jury is required,. it. shall be com- 
posed of not less than six and not more than 
twelve persons. Except by special direction 
of the coroner, or by desire of.a majority of 
the jury, it will not be necessary for the jury 
to view the body. The coroner can accept a 
majority ‘verdict if the minority consists of 
not more. than two members... : 

Where criminal proceedings are being taken 
‘Against some person “in connection “with a 
death, the .coroner shall adjourn. the inquest 
and may discharge the jury. He need not 
resume the inquest unless he is ef opinion that 
there .is.sufficient. cause’to do. so. oer 

A’ coroner may order a post-mortem 
examination without being bound to hold an

had been called ‘‘ Keeper oí. the King’s 
Conscience.’” Historical research showed that 
this phrase was invented by Lord Thurlow at 
the time of the discussion of Catholic Emanci- 
pation in order to save as many offices as he 
eould from the total wreck. Jf the phrase 
meant! anything at.all, it could. only *mean 
that in very early days—long before the 
Reformation—the Lord Chancellor, who was 
then a cleric, and frequently chaplain to the 
King’s, Household, was confessor to the King, 
but there was mothing in his office which 
entitled him at any stage to give the King 
absolution, .Therefore, in no. sense could. the 
Lord Chancellor be any more described as 
Keeper of the King’s Conscience than the
